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U.S. Patent be issued to correct a mistake of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 254 and 37 CF.R. 1.322(b). 

The requested Corrected Patent is to replace the drawings (FIGS. 1-19) 
printed in the subject U.S. Patent with the replacement drawings that were actually 
approved by the Examiner. The drawings approved by the Examiner were formal 
replacement FIGS. 1-19 filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 09 April 
2002. 

37 C.F.R. 1.322(b) (cited in MPEP 1480) states: 

If the nature of the mistake on the part of the Office is such 
that a certificate of correction is deemed inappropriate in 
form, the Director may issue a corrected patent in lieu 
thereof as a more appropriate form for certificate of 
correction, without expense to the patentee. 

Assignee urges that a certificate of correction is inappropriate in form as a remedy for 

the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office's mistake. A certificate of correction does not 

remove the multiple figures which were never accepted by the Examiner. 

Assignee filed the formal replacement drawings with the U.S. Patent and 

Trademark Office on 09 April 2002 to ensure the requirements of MPEP 608.02 were 

met, spending significant time and money to do so. In turn, the U.S. Patent and 

Trademark Office responded with a return-receipt postcard indicating that all of the 

formal drawings were received. The replacement drawings were filed more than a 
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year before the Notice of Allowance was mailed, and almost three years before the 
Patent issued. The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, therefore, had the formal 
drawings available for inclusion in the subject Patent 

Furthermore, the Examiner indicates in the Notice of Allowability that 
the accepted drawings were the replacement drawings received on 15 April 2002 (they 
were mailed by Applicants on 09 April 2002). The originally filed drawings were 
never accepted by the Examiner, and should not have been printed in U.S. Patent 
6,861,477. The Notice of Allowability communicated to Assignee that the formal 
drawings were to be included in the issued U.S. Patent. 

Assignee requests that a Corrected Patent be issued which includes the 
replacement drawings mailed on 09 April 2002, and which does not include the 
originally filed informal drawings. A certificate of correction is inappropriate in form, 
as it would merely append the formal drawings, while allowing the informal drawings 

to remain in this U.S. Patent.
